THE GREAT CRISIS—A WARNING VOICE TO THE 
ARISTOCRACY. 

We are now on the eve of the crisis on which so much depends— 
which will decide, for good or evi!, the reputation of our states- 
men, the welfare of our people, the character, and perhaps the 
fate of our aristocracy. On the right or wrong decision of an hour 
hang deeper intcrests than have ofien rested on the issue of a 
single question. This is one of those turning points in the history 
of nations which occur but seldom, and which recur never, when 
past errors may either be retrieved, or made for ever irretrievable ; 
when past insults and injuries may be either wiped out for ever, 
or be aggravated beyond the hope of pardon or redemption ; when 
reputations and careers that have long seemed ambiguous and 
perplexing will be cleared up, and explained, and brightened, or 
blackened to all future time. At so critical a moment, it is well 
worth while for every influential party to pause, and, brushing 
aside the clouds which personal animosity and heated feeling may 
have raised up to intercept a clear vision, to weigh with cool 
deliberation every suggestion which may aid in arriving at a just 
conclusion. It is to the aristocracy that we wish especially at 
this juncture to address ourselves. Parliament will meet in ano- 

ther week, and the part which they may resolve to take on the 
great question of Corn Law Re peal will then be fixed and known. 

In the first place, we would observe that all the thin disguises 
which sophistry or ignorance have thrown around the question 
are now fairly torn away. It can no longer be represented as a 
labourer’s question or a farmer's question. It is simply a land- 
lord’s question; and the only view—right or wrong—which rue 
PEOPLE can, or will take of it, is this, that it is a question between 
cheap bread and dear bread—between sufficient and insufficient food. 
From this broad grasp of common sense, they cannot be beaten 
off. Scientific writers, practical statesmen, the merchants of Lon- 
don, the manufacturers of Lancashire and Yorkshire, all confirm 
this view as the sound one; - against this array of authorities, 
ducal dicta go for nothing. therefore, the landed aristocracy 
oppose the repeal of the Corn Yu .ws, the language into which the 
people will translate this conduct will be this—* The landed aris- 
tocracy are resolved that we shall not have food enough to eat.’ 
Now a question of food i is the very worst and weakest gr ound on which 
an aristocracy can join issue with a people. An aristocracy that 
insists upon a struggle for power to famish a people, stamps upon 
its escutcheon a character of cruelty which has proved fatal in 
epochs of far less civilization than the present. 

Next, The most flagrant feature of the aristocracy’s support 
of the Corn Laws is, unfortunately for them, the most obvious 
one also, and so broadly and dee ‘ply stamped upon it, that even 
the rudest peasant cannot fail to seize it. The aim and the effect 
of these laws is to increase the price of the especial article which the 
people buy, and which the aristocratic legislators sell. They are, in 
fact, laws passed by the seller to compel the buyer to give him 
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more for his article than itis worth. They are laws enacted by the 
noble shopkeepers who rule us, to compel the nation to deal at their 
shop alone. Anditis this view of the case—a view which cannot 
be gainsaid, mystified, or weakened—which gives a low, mean, 
sordid character to the whole transaction, more fatal to aristocra- 
tic prestige than even that of cruelty. An ambitious, violent, and 
bloody nobility will often be feared and obeyed; but a trading 
aristocracy, that stoops to trade unfairly, can have no hold upon 
the people’s mind, and has sapped the foundations of its own 
strength. 

Finally, the struggle is one in which, as they well know, the 
landowners cannot be successful. The utmost they can do is to 
postpone defeat—to prolong the contest, and envenom the ani- 
mosities which it is sure to generate. If this vear does not see 
the Corn Laws abolished, no future event is more certain than 
that next year, or the year after, will. Now, would it not be 
absolute madness for an aristocracy, long and justly esteemed 
the noblest and finest in the world, tg. put to hazard its character, 
its credit, the respect of its fellow citizens and of Europe, and all 
its long ‘descended greatness, on the issue of a battle in which 
they are certain to be worsted—and where victory would be 
even more fatal to them than defeat? Ifthe nobility of England, 
so venerable from its high antiquity, so powerful in its vast pos- 
sessions, so strengthened by feudal memories, so hallowed by 
poetical and historical associations, is destined to fall from its 
high estate, and, like all other grandeurs, drop away into the 
past—so be it. We are among those who will bitterly mourn 
over such avatastrophe. But that the nobility of England should 
fall in an impotent and angry struggle to keep from their poor 
countrymen the food which they are famishing for want of—to 
defend their own pecuniary interests at the cost of those whom 
God gave them power that they might foster and protect; that 
all the while they should be actually mistaken as to these very pecuni- 
ary interests—that they should fall in a simple, open, vulgar 
struggle between their breeches’ pockets and the stomachs of a 
starving people—for gild it as you may, with fine words and 
misty phrases, it is nothing else—this is so sad, so mean, so 
ignominious a consummation of long centuries of dignity and 
valour, that we cannot believe an aristocracy like ours, with all 
its faults, will ever sink into so deep a gulf of infamy. We will 
hope thi at better and nobler thoughts will gain the mastery over 
mere personal and sordid considerations—that they will at once con- 
cede with grace and dignity what must otherwise be w rung from 
them—and, by their conduct at this trying moment, do what may 
be done to obliterate the recollections of past animosities and 
errors. If not—if they should resolve to make it obvious that 
their powers and privileges are incompatible with the comforts 
of the people whom they govern—if they continue to affirm that 
their wealth and splendour is dependent on the stinting and 
starving of their countrymen, and that they must sink as soon as 
the poor have an ample and unfettered supply of food (for such 
has been their language hitherto)—why then

THE MINISTERIAL MEASURE—WHAT WILL 
SIR ROBERT PEEL DO? 

As the time approaches for the meeting of Parliament, anxiety 
becomes more intense as to the intentions of the Government 

with respect to the present all-engrossing question of the Corn 
Laws. We have no special means of knowing the precise mea- 
sure which will be proposed by Sir Robert Peel, but we cannot 
conceive it possible, after all that has recently occurred, that that 
proposal will not embrace at least the intention of finally settling 
the question. It remains, however, to be seen how far the esti- 
mate which the Minister may form, of the measure which will 
accomplish that object, will come up to the expectations and de- 
mands of public opinion. 

Prior to the recent resignation of Sir Robert Peel’s Govern- 
ment, we have the best reasons for stating that the measure then

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give their support. 





contemplated involved, at no very distant period, a total repeal of 


all duty on corn. We have the best grounds for believing that 
the plan then contemplated by the Cabinet was to assemble Par- 
liament in the middle of January, to propose an immediate open- 
ing of the ports until after the next barvest, in order to meet the 
present and immediately prospective necessities of the country, 
and to introduce with the budget a bill for the repeal of the pre- 
sent Corn Laws, substituting a duty of four shillings the quarter, 
to vanish at the rate of one shilling a year. We have, moreover, 
good grounds for saying that, after his resignation, Sir Robert 
Peel gave the most unreserved assurances, to an illustrious per- 
sonage, that he would support a measure for the fofal repeal of 
the Corn Law, if proposed by Lord John Russell, reserving only 
to himself a very qualified liberty of judging as to the minor de- 
tails of such a proposal; and that similar assurances were then 
also given by another influential member of Sir Robert Peel's 
Cabinet, direct to Lord John Russell. Moreover, there is no 
doubt that when the noble lord accepted the Queen’s commission 
to form a government, he did so on the distinct understanding 
that he would propose a measure for the total and unconditional 
repeal of these laws; and that in proposing that measure, he 
would be supported by Sir Robert Peel, Sir James Graham, and 
those whom they could influence. Such, we have the best reasons 
for believing, was the state of the question up to the time when 
Sir Robert Peel resumed office. 

We have in former articles alluded to the various ways in which 
the resignation of Sir Robert Peel, and his resumption of office, 
under the peculiar circumstances in which they took place, may 
affect his future policy. The resignation, in the first place, clear]y 
absolved the Minister from all the understood } under 
which he took office in 1841. Sir Robert Peel’s famous speech of

1839, and his manifesto spoken at Tamworth on the eve of tlie | 


general election of 1841, can no longer be referred to as the 


“Confession of Faith” of his government, or as the source of 
that strength by which he now holds office. It is no longer 
the Duke of Richmond that has made, or his will that can 
unmake, the Peel administration. Sir Robert Peel is now 


the Minister of a great change, dictated by the progress of 


public opinion, the immediate emergencies, and the future 
necessities of the country. Sir Robert Peel could have given no 
stronger evidence how far he is himself a convert to the necessity 
nd it would ap- 
pear that, having thus submitted his strength and his import- 


|ance to his party to this strongest of tests, he would be wholly 


without excuse again to undertake the government, except on 
those principles, for the maintenance of which he had already 
resigned it. He therefore now holds office on a new tenure, and 
his usual supporters accompanying him 
in his change, or be reconciled to separate himself from them. 
Sir Robert Peel now knows how hopeless is the attempt re- 
concile the opponents of his new policy by any modification of 
his measure; and he also knows the only condition on which 
he can secure the support of the united Liberal party. If Sir 
ites upon the support of the Liberal party to 
enable him to carry his measure, which he unquestionably must 
do, he cannot overlook the fact, that at least a large portion of 
that party are pledged to support nothing short of a total and 
unconditional repeal. 

The great bulk of men are now agreed as to the /ofa/ repeal of 
the Corn Law, and we have little doubt but that the proposal of 
the Minister will provide for that. The two grounds on which 
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there is much more division, and in respect to one or both of | 


| which the minister is more likely to fall into an error, which may 


embarrass him in carrying his measure, are, first, as to whether | 
it should be immediate or gradual; and, secondly, whether or | 
not it should be accompanied by any compensation, or shifting of | 


the present distribution of the public burdens. These may b« 
said to be the chief sources of difference among the great majority 


of intelligent men, who are now united in opinion, that the time | 


has come when a final and satisfactory settlement of this question 
can no longer with safety be delayed. It may, therefore, be 
ful that we should examine the grounds on which such differ- 
ences of opinion, which will constitute the chief points of discus- 
sion on the Ministerial proposition, have becn proposed and 
maintained.

IMMEDIATE OR GRADUAL? 


Looking only to the immediate interests of the consumers, or to 


the convenience of commerce, it may be contended that a small 
duty such as we have alluded to as the plan which Sir Robert 


Peel intended to propose, accompanied by a provision for its | 


entire extinction within four years, and more especially for open- 
ing the ports until next harvest, could not reasonably be objected 
to. It may be very fairly and is contended, that such a measure 
being proposed under circumstances which gave a fair gvarantec 
ofits being carried, would at least hold out the great immediate 
advantages of an unrestricted trade for eight months to come, and 
even then ofareduction of the maximum duty from fwenty shillings 
to four shillings, while an entire repeal of the duty would pro- 
bably be obtained, at an earlier period, than by any mode to 
which the leading members of the present Government could not 
Moreover, it may be and is contended that 
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such a proposal would effectually deprive the trade in foreign 
grain of all the uncertainty to which it is at present subjected, as 
far as the merchant and the foreign grower are concerned. The 
conditions on which grain could be imported at any given future 
time would be fully determined. 

It is impossible not to admit the truth of these obvious recom- 
mendations of such a proposition, and the force of these argu- 
ments in favour of it as far as they go. But this is only one half 
of the question, and it has commonly happened, by alluding only 
to one side of questions of commercial legislation, that great prac- 
tical errors have been committed, which have in the meantime 
materially and unnecessarily aggravated the evils or inconveni- 








ences attendant upon a change ; and sometimes have endangered | 


the success of the best measures. Such we have little doubt 


would be the case if the Corn Laws were repealed in the gradual | 


and protracted way proposed. No plan, we sincerely believe, 


could be more injurious to the interests intended to be consulted | 


by its adoption. 
In all cases of a repeal of existing duties, which are either of 


considerable amount or which are of a nature to operate as pro- | 
tection, it is a common and natural thing to find parties claim- | 


ing a delay in the execution of the law. If the duties which it 


is proposed to repeal are of considerable amount, so that their | 


repeal is likely to subject the existing holders of such goods, 
which have paid the high rate of duty, to a serious loss, by imme- 
diately bringing into competition with them goods charged with 
the lower rate of duty, there is at first sight a good ground to 
delay the proposed change, so as to allow such parties time to dis- 
pose of the goods on which the higher duties had been paid. Or if 
the duties have been such as have operated to give a monopoly or 
protection to any class of favoured producers, the claim for delay 
is not less commonly made, in order to prepare for the proposed 
change. 

However reasonable such claims may appear when made, and 
however willing governments have been to listen to them, we 
believe there is now no principle better established by experience, 
than that delays in such cases, instead of relieving the natural 
effect of the change, in all cases tend materially to aggravate it. 
We have frequently had occasion to enforce this doctrine and 
illustrate it by examples. The same opinions were fully corro- 
borated and well expressed in the pamphlet, justly, we believe, 
attributed Mr Gladstone, on the duties of 1844. In 
reference to the changes in the sugar duties then proposed, treat- 
ing them in their double capacity of Revenue and Protective duties, 
Mr Gladstone says :— 

“It is always difficult for the Legislature to reduce the duties upon an 
article producing a very large income to the Treasury, even apart from con- 
siderations of protection ; because a change effected with rapidity seems, at 
the least, to threaten serious detriment to the interests of those who as 
dealers have supplied themselves with stocks of such a commodity saddled 
with a heavy tax, and who, therefore, cannot meet on equal terms rivals 
who may be prepared to avail themselves of the remission, in order to com- 
pete with them upon terms of factitious advantage ; while, on the other 
hand, to allow any length of time to clepse between the first promulgation 
of such a change and its receiving final effect, is a course which too com- 
monly is found, by experienee, to inflict even upon those for whose special 
benefit it was intended, the very evil of pecuniary loss which they had feared, 
in another but not a less substantial form; that isin the form of slackening 
the demand and reducing the sphere of their business, instead of a tempo- 
rary reduction of the scale of their profits, or even their entire absorption—

an increased hiskness and permanent extension of the trade in 
the natural consequences of its being rendered accessible 
onsumers. But such delay, miscalled in 
most cases mercy and consideration, if it be feeble and inoperative on behalf 
of those whom it is sought to favour, is an engine of tremendous power for 
mischief against both the public and the Treasury. The prospect of reduc- 
tion of duty offers to every man, except the ultimate consumer, who pur- 
chases only for immediate use, a premium upon the postponement of every 
transaction in the article, which it is possible, by any means, to put off: the 
circulation of capital, and the demand for employment, attending its trans- 
mission from hand to hand, and from lace to place, and its manufacture, 
are paralysed: a virtual interdict is laid upon dealings in it, and deficiencies 
are created in the public revenue by the suspense, to be supplied, briskly or 
tardily, as the case may be, accorJing to the disposition and ca acity of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer for the time being, but certainly, by the im- 
position of fresh taxation, or by an arrest laid upon measures of relief which 
would otherwise have been practicable. 

* But the difficulties of this class are very greatly aggravated when the 
system of duties, which it is proposed to modify, is likewise a highly pro- 
tective system; that is, when the tax is not equally imposed for the benefit 
of the Treasury, upon the commodity which is the object of it, from what- 
ever quarter it may come ; but when it falls in very different rates upon the 
produce of different regions, excluding altogether the growths of some coun- 
tries, or only admitting them under the weight, as it were. of a heavy fine, 
and securing to others, by artificial means, the command of the market. 
It should not be matter of surprise that those who are in legal possession of 
such an advantage, should think highly of their title to its continuance, and 
should also over-estimate the dangers that are to menace them upon its re- 
duction or removal, Besides this, even if it be true, according to the doe- 
trine which has been in former times extensively current among ourselves, 
that adequate and efficient protection, or premium at the public charge, 
upon the production of particular commodities, so stimulates the applica- 
tion of labour and capital in those channels, as ultimately to cause a greater 
cheapness than would be attainable in any other way ; it is undeniable that 
at least this is not the uniform effect of such a policy: that in some cases at 
least it may have the tendency to enervate commercial enterprise, to with- 
draw the natuial motives of economy, and to the introduction of judicious 
improvements, and by kceping particular descriptions of industry in this

kind of hot-house atmosphere, to incapacitate them for enduring even those 
vaiations of the weather without doors, which are healthful to a healthy 
coustitution. Both the real difficulties arising from such a cause, and also 
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the exaggeration of the apprehensions with which they are regarded, will 
rise towards their maximum, in proportion as the restricted system has 
been absolute and close.” 

The experience of the last twenty years has furnished nume- 
rous examples of the truth of this doctrine. The case of the 
silk duties in 1825, of the timber duties in 1842, of the sugar 
duties in 1844, in all of which delays took place in giving effect 
to the laws after they were passed, are examples of the serious 
disadvantage to the party at whose special instance such delay 
was granted. In every case exaggerated fears of the consequences 
were realised immediately by anticipation, and the period which 
elapsed between the passing of these various acts and their coming 
into operation were marked by the most serious and alarming 
depression. 

Now we believe that all the mischief which we have seen on 
former occasions, as the fruit of delayed and protracted measures, 
will attach in a most serious degree to a repeal of the Corn 
Laws, if a similar plan is resorted to. And this will be more ob- 
vious, if we refer to the reasons which have been urged in favour 
of such a course, and more particularly when taken in connection 
with the supposed intention of the Government to open the ports 
at once. It is not pretended by any who are in favour of a total 
repeal of the Corn Law in any form, that the effect will ultimately 
be to injure either the farmer or the landlord. On all hands this 
plan is rather advocated to provide against the false and unneces- 
sary alarms which would at first seize the farmers, if not the land- 
lords. A little inquiry into the probable effects of such a course 
will, however, show that, among other numerous evils, not the 
least would be that the alarm, which at present is merely imagi- 
nary, 
reali ty, at least for the whole of the intermediate period.

they take to give reality to those imaginary fears, than to pro- | 
claim to the country their participation in them by avowedly pro. | 


viding such precautions? What would better confirm a farmer 


in his fears that in future the cultivation of wheat would be a 
dangerous and unprofitable occupation, than the avowal, on the 


part of the Government, that they gave a warning of four years | 


to enable the farmers to evade the dreaded consequences? What, 


on earth, could so much tend to the acomplishment of the Specta- | 


tor's fears, expressed on behalf of the clergy, that cultivation 
would be diminished and labourers deprived of employment, than 
the Government's proclaiming to the country its belief in such 
effects, by providing a special law for the relief of such labourers ? 
The Government could use no better plan to give ree ality to the 


otherwise groundless alarms which exist. 


The great inconvenience which at present exists in relation to 
the arrangements between farmer and landlord—the great bar to 
improvements, and the further investment of capital, is the uncer- 
tainty which exists with regard to the maintenance of this law. 
But is it not certain that, under such an alteration, by which the 
Government would practically admit the danger of the change, 
this want of confidence would act still more injuriously during the 
whole four years?

The constant uncertainty from year to year, as to how far the 
declining duty would affect prices and the amount of importa- 


tion, would deter the corn-dealers in the country who are in 
rian i 
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the habit of purchasing from week to week, throughout the 
season, and supplying the large and more distant markets as it is 
required, from purchasing as usual or holding the same stocks. 

The farmer would thus practically be depriv ed of the use of the 
capital of the intermediate dealer, which at present tends more 
than anything else, to equalise prices between one harvest and 
another. Similar motives w ould act with the large millers, whose 
stocks would be kept down to the smallest quantity. And all the 
inconveniences to which Mr Gladstone has so forcibly pointed as 
applying to the depressed condition of any trade, thus placed in a 
state of transition, would apply with peculiar force to the farmer. 
But while the farmer was thus deprived of the use of the capital 
of the corn merchant and the miller to the same extent as he now 
enjoys it, by means of the stocks they usually hold, is it likely 
that his credit with the country banker would be improved during 
this state of uncertainty? Would the banker exlnbit more con- 
fidence in the ultimate result of a total repeal than the Govern- 
ment itself had shown? Would the barker not rather look 
with increased suspicion to the future condition of every cus- 
tomer as year by year that protection on which he appeared to 
rely was withdrawn, and would not, therefore, the intermediate 
period be used rather as an opportunity to recover past advances 
than to make fresh ones ? 

But while this state of uncertainty and arrestment of improve- 
ment subsists at home, what would be the condition of matters 
abroad? The arguments and exaggerated statements of the pro- 
tection party here cannot have failed to produce an equally exag- 
gerated expectation abroad as to the advantages which would 
result from a perfectly free access to this market at all times for 
their corn. The nature of our present law has tended materially 
to strengthen those views. Under the regulations of the sliding 
scale, a demand for England has become associated in every part 
of the world with unusual and extraordinary prices, because it has 
only been under circumstances of extraordinary scarcity that that 
demand has subsisted at all. But the impression of extrava- 
gant prices, when the English ports are open, will survive the 
sliding scale. If, then, we publish to the world that the ports of 
England will be permanently opened this day four years, there 
can be no doubt that a most exaggerated estimate of the advan- 





mediate period extravagant preparations would be made to 
avail themselves of those advantages ; aud by the time the law 
came into full effect, when the English producer would be rather 
to encounter the com- 
petition of the increased growth abroad, undertaken under the 
most extravagant and exaggerated calculations of the demand for 
England, which would terminate equally ruinously to the foreign 
grower and inconveniently to the home producer; whereas if the 
duty were repealed at once, the full and entire effect on prices 
would become apparent, the foreign grower would not be mis- 
led, and the dreaded glut and great reduction would never occur. 
The dangers to which we have here referred actually occurred 
under the protracted operation of the silk duties from 1825 to 
1827. 

A total and immediate repeal of the Corn Law may be accom- 
plished without danger or inconvenience, and to the permanent 
advancement of the whole of the agricultural classes: a protracted 
and delayed repeal of these laws, as has been proposed, will pro- 
duce immediate inconvenience and great losses, and wholly endan- 
ger, or at least greatly postpone, the numerous benefits which 
such an act is calculated to confer on all classes. 


COMPENSATION, 


With us who deny that the effects of a repeal of the Corn Laws, 
if judiciously undertaken, would be injurious to the landed inte- 
rest, but who, on the contrary, contend that, whether viewed as 
a source of profit to the farmer, or of rent to the landlord, agri- 
culture would be infinitely more productive under a system of 
free trade than of protection, the idea of compensation is an 
absurdity. With us, it is a proposition for compensation for a 
benefit, although one unwillingly forced upon a class. The silk- 
manufacturers in 1825 demanded compensation for their capital 
invested in machinery, which they said would be useless. The iron- 
masters demanded compensation for the capital sunk in their 
mines, and the ship-owners for the cost of their ships when they 
were exposed to foreign competition; but every day since these 
interests have been exposed to competition, new capital has found 
profitable investment at an increasing rate; and each of these 
interests have made increased strides in wealth and prosperity, 
since the removal of protection, wholly unknown at any former 
period. The compensation, therefore, which they demanded, but 
were refused, would, had it been granted, have turned out to be 
given, not in lieu of an injury, but of an absolute benefit ; like the 
extravagant compensations given for land by some of the early 
railway companies, 

But, again: to talk of compensation, is to suppose that 
the Government claims for the public what is not due to it 
as an act of justice. The claim for compensation equally 
denies the policy and the justice of the concession. On 
neither of these grounds can we entertain the consideration of 
the question; for if there is any one thing of which we are more 
convinced than we are of the impolicy of the Corn Law, it is of 
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its injustice to the gene ral 
not be diminished though it could be proved that the existing 
system were re ae beneficial to the agricultural classes. But 
iews, it may be useful to glance at the 
means by which it is pro yposed to give compensation, and the 
grounds on which those means are advoe ated. The means thus 
| proposed are, a removal of a portion of the local taxation of 
the country, consisting of the county and poors’ rate, to the 
consolidated fund, and a repeal of the malt tax. 

In the first place, it is quite plain that by this mere shifting of 
the source from which certain charges are to be paid, the amount 
required for that purpose would not be diminished. On _ the 
contrary, it will not be difficult to show that a central adminis- 
tration of funds for local purposes would materially increase 
the sum required. Then the first obvious result of a removal of 
these charges to the consolidated fund, and a repeal of the 
malt tax, would, to at least the present amount of those charges, 
render absolutely needful an increase of general taxation, and it 
is quite plain that such an increase of at least ten millions to the 
annual receipts of the exchequer could only be provided by a 
very heavy income and property tax. 

Then, let us examine how such a change of the distri 
burdens would effect individual interests. First, with regard to 
the poors’ and county rates. These rates are at present col- 
lected from real property of all descriptions in proportion to the 
value. Of the whole amount, land pays the largest portion, 
because it represents the greatest value. The proportion, a 
ever, paid by land, in comparison with other property, has be 
gradually and rapidly di minishing. The following were the 
proportions paid by various classes of property to the poor and 
county rate in 1826 and 1841:—

more than a half of those charges, while houses, mines, and 
factories paid within a fraction of the half; the former being 


52 per cent., the latter 48 per cent.; and considering the increase 
of house, miil, and railwag property since then, it is fair to infer 
that the two great classes of property are now at least equal. 
Now it is chiefly under pretence of compensating the growers 
of wheat, that the transfer of these burdens is proposed. But 
of all landed property, that occupied in growing wheat forms but 
comparatively a small proportion. When from the whole we 
deduct the extensive sheep walks in Scotland, Wales, and some 
parts of E _— id; the large portion of the land everywhere occu- 
pied as pasturage; the portion now nearly, if 
large, occupied in epi green crops, for feer ° 
cattle, we find but a small portion of the wl to which the claim 
would attach. It is not pretended that a repeal of the Corn Laws

The question of local and gene- 
ral ta <ation is of itself, and upon grounds altogether irrespective 
of the Corn Laws, one well-deserving of serious consideration, and 
is, we believe, capable of some great improvements; but it is quite 
evident that there is no ground to deal with it in the way peo 
posed as a compensation for a repeal of the Corn Law; and that 
if even attempted, while it would commit enormous injustice to 
various classes, it would not even accomplish the object intended. 
Nor do we believe a repeal of the malt tax would be more suited 
for such an object, if even desirable. The malt tax, as one of 
that most objectionable class of imposts, the Excise Duties, 
we would gladly see abolished, if the revenue would afford it; for, 
of all indirect taxes, none interfere so much with the interests of 
trade, and those of the consumer, than this class of duties. But ifit 
were abolished to-day, the benefit derived from it would certainly 
be experienced, in a very small degree, by the growers of barley, 
and still less by the growers of wheat ;

prices. The pleasure of that belicf must be very great, but un- 
fortunately for the people, they do not share it. In vain have 
the landlords tried for many years to convince them that to 
keep out corn is the best means to make it abundant. They 
have none of the pleasures of the aristocracy from the Corn 
Laws—their incomes are not increased—their bellies are not 
filled—their station in society is not exalted, and they do not 
believe like Lord Beaumont. His lordship’s definition reduces 
the question to a narrow issue; whether the belief and the plea- 


sure of a few are to prevail over the belief and the pleasure of a 
great multitude. Prescription—a severance for the aristocracy 
as long as it lasts—may enable the few for a time to prevail, 
but in the end the multitude must carry the day, and protracted 
resistance, which is at the same time unjust, may lead to the 
destruction of something more than the Corn Laws. 

The noble lord has found out a singular way to encourage the 
importation of corn, He says, “ the principle embodied in those 
laws had been to encourage the importation of foreign corn when 
prices in this country rose to such a height as to indicate 
scarcity.” But prices rise to that height because corn is ex- 
cluded, and if the law encourages the importation by causing 
the rise of price, it keeps out corn, on the nobie lord’s theory, 
in order to bring it in. He excludes corn to encourage the im- 
portation of corn. Such are the contradictions of the advocates 
of short commons for the democracy. 








RENT OF LAND ABROAD AND AT HOME, 
Ar a recent meeting in Cambridgeshire, of an agricultural asso- 
ciation, the Rev. Mr Graham opposed Corn Law repeal on the 
ground that land could be hired in Russia for an annual sum 
of 23 Gd per acre. It may be obtained in the United States 
for a still smaller coin. Wedo not know whether the rev. gen- 
tleman made the statement in tyrannous wantonness of insult, 
or through complete ignorance of the facts of the case,\but the 
difference which he remarked is the ground of our complaint. 
The owners of the soil of England make, by law, the people 
pay them from 20s to 30s per acre for land, when the people 
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could get, according to Mr Graham, land, or the produce of 
land, which is the same thing—for they desire the land only for 
what it is the means of supplying them with—for thirty pence. 
The most extraordinary part of the matter is, that the land- 
owners make the people pay this greater sum on the pretence 
that the payment enriches the people. They are told that it is 
more for their advantage to pay a rent of 20s or 30s per acre 
to those who tell them so, than to pay as many pence to other 
landowners, and many of them believe it. Mr Graham's state- 
ment, however, proves our case. But for the landlords’ mono- 
poly and but for the Corn Law, he tells us, we should only 
have to pay 30d, where we now have to pay from 20s to 30s, 
for permission to eat and live. By law the landlords compel 
us, according to Mr Graham's statement—calling themselves all 
the time our friends and the protectors of our industry—to pay 
upwards of 20s an acre more than is necessary to have the pro- 
duce of land. A more unjust legal extortion, on Mr Graham's 
showing, was never at once explained and avowed. 

Such might fairly be said in reply to Mr Graham. But has it 
not occurred to that Rev. gentleman, that it would be equally as 
an argument if the landlords in the neighbourhood of London or 
Manchester, where land lets for 5/ an acre, objected to the intro- 
duction of the corn of Lincolnshire or the cattle of Leicestershire, 
because there land lets for twenty or thirty shillings the acre. What 
secures the higher rent in the neighbourhood of Lonhon or Man- 
chester, compared with the distant counties, will always secure the 
high rents of England compared with those of Russia or the United 
States, unless the folly of our laws destroy our trade and impoverish 
our people. ‘The natural protection of our land is its proximity to 
the best markets. If an acre of land produces four quarters of 


wheat and if it cost but 12s the quarter to bring wheat from the pro- 
ducer in the interior of Russia to the consumer in England, the land 
here has a natural protection of 48s per acre. 


BANKRUPT AND INSOLVENT LAWS. 
(Communicated 

Crepit is the life and soul of a mercantile country like England ; 
but by credit we do not mean the reckless habit of allowing debts to 
any amount to be contracted by any plausible person, however 
worthless; nor the still more discreditable practice of discounting 
accommodation bills, not worth the price of the stamped paper on 
which they are written, for ruinous premiums. Such modes of deal- 
ing, however they may suit the convenience of those who have the 
power to evade the disagreeable consequences in their own persons, 
by throwing the loss on the honest and trustworthy, are not to be 
dignified by the name of credit. No! we mean that credit which 
makes the engagement of the British merchant or trader as valuable 
as the wealth it represents; that credit which the commercial honour 
| of this country has long maintained, and which we trust it may never 
| forfeit. ‘This credit must still be maintained, and a few remarks on 
| the subject cannot be unseasonable at the present time. 

This credit must be sustained, unless our country is to lose not 
merely its present rank amongst civilised nations. It cannot retro- 
| grade without utter ruin. Not only have we long emerged from the 
| state of barbarism, in which the products of a common soil, little 
assisted by huiman art, suffice but barely to support a scanty popula- 
tion; but we have left far behind the days, if such ever existed, save 
in poetic fiction, “when every rood of ground maintained its man ;” 
we have advanced far beyond even barter and iron money. Wants 
| have been created and fostered, which, though some may call them 

artificial, exist and must be satisfied ; comforts and conveniences, 
| nay, luxuries, not dreamt of in former ages, have become matters of 
daily necessity ; these must be produced and provided. We may be 
living in an artificial condition, but are we not happier than if the 
mere wants of nature were barely supplied ? Do we not fill a higher 
| position in the scale of created beings than the savage who digs roots 
from the earth, or hunts the wild beasts of the forest for his subsis- 
tence? If not, the intelligence which distinguishes man from brute 
| is a curse to its possessors, and all education, all civilisation, all ten- 
dency to improvement, but add to the infliction. 

Such, however, is our condition, highly improved and daily im- 
proving; but this condition cannot continue as at present, still less 
can farther developments be expected without a system of credit ; 
our care must therefore be to provide, as far as human wisdom can 
| effect it, that the system we adopt be based on a secure foundation. 

The present times call for the exertion of all our energies ; we are 
now in a great and general commercial crisis. It is not our purpose 
here to enter upon the disputes between conflicting interests, or in 
any way to look upou the matter in what is usually termed a political 
| light. Our observations will be confined solely to the present pros- 
pects and interests of that mighty body, the trading classes of the 
community, to the producers and suppliers of what we are so eager 
to enjoy, and should so severely miss; and sufficiently serious are 
the objects which these prospects and these interests now present to 
our reflection. A year of almost uncxampled speculation has just 
passed away, and the time has arrived when its effects must be keenly 
felt. From the most eminent merchants, from the greatest manu- 
facturers to the humblest tradesman in his shop, who can say that he 
is safe from its consequences ? Who can say that he will not shortly 
feel most severely the effects of the imprudence, the recklessness, 
the fraud of others? Who can say that he will not find the means 
from which he expects his engagements to be fulfilled, invested in 
railway scrips—nearly worthless at present, and which any attempt 
to convert into money would render absolutely so? What merchant 
can beassured that bills formerly good will now be honoured ; or what 
tradesman feels secure that his most regular and punctual customers 
will pay his Christmas bills? We dread lest the next two months 
should tell a fearful tale. The madness has been general; there has 
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been no limit either of class or amount; and though a comparative 
few may have been enormous gainers, the loss has been spread over 


| an immense surface, bringing ruin to some, difficulty and distress to 


numbers. Nor is the mere loss all: when we look at the capital 
locked up as deposits; still worse, at the extravagance induced in many 
by the fancied possession of wealth ; and worst of all, at the breaking 
in upon the habits of honesty and industry engendered by a spirit of 
gambling, we repeat our extreme apprehension that asevere shock to 
mercantile credit must be the result. The time will soon arrive for 
trying the efficiency of the bankrupt and insolvent laws; for proving 
whether the objects sought to be attained by the changes of the last 
few years, changes so rapid and important that nothing but attentive 
study of them or daily practice in the courts can have enabled any 
one to know with accuracy what is the present state of those laws; 
whether, we say, these objects are likely to be of permanent utility 
and advantage, and whether, more especially, assuming their ten- 
dency to be right, the machinery for carrying them into effect is 
sufficient for the purpose, and the modes, by which they are pro- 
posed to be carried out, are the best that can be adopted. The pro- 
posed, and we will take it to be the real, object of those enact- 
ments, as of all previous laws on similar subjects, is, as far as the 
creditors are concerned, to secure them their rights, or as near an 
approximation to them as the circumstances of particular cases will 
allow: with respect to debtors, to draw a broad line of demarcation 
between those who have become the victims of unforeseen misfor- 
tunes, or of the fraud and misconduct of others; and those who, in 
utter disregard of all consequences, and devoid of all honest princi- 
ples, have fraudulently obtained the property of others, or recklessly 
sacrificed what of right belongs, and the law has given, to their cre- 
ditors; including the even worse class who, thinking to “ make unto 
themselves friends of the mammon of unrighteousness,” have favoured 
a few to the injury of the many, or have artfully concealed and re- 
tained the means of again commencing and continuing a similar 
career. Wetake the object of such Jaws to be, not merely the restore 
ing of the former class to such a situation as may enable them to r.- 
new their efforts for the benefit of themselves and of the community— 
this, we say, is not all for which these laws are intended, though it is 
that which is the most prominent in the minds of some, who, through 
misjudging kindness, or a careless inattention to the real duties of 
society, would include all, or nearly all, in this class. A graver and 
still more important end is to be attained, the protection of the cre- 
ditor, the punishment of crime, and the restraining and preventing the 
guilty from again assuming such a position as to deceive others, and 
put it in their power again to commit fresh depredations,—a term not 
too strong to apply, we are sorry to say, to many cases which late 
years have witnessed. 

Are, then, these laws at present of sufficient force to effect the 
latter object in all cases? Is it not a fact in daily observation, a 
fact exciting both shame and indignation, that the greater the wrong, 
the more gigantic the fraud, the better is the chance of escape? Do 
not the cobwebs hold the flies while the wasps and hornets break 
through them? And can no means be found or devised to prevent 
these evils—to do justice to both creditor and debtor? Must one 
scale always be up, the other down; and is it impossible to protect 
the honest creditor, and to check and punish the fraudulent debtor, 
witliout sanctioning at thesame time the oppression of the unfortu- 
nate by the capricious or hard-hearted ? We think not, and our ob- 
ject is to call public attention to the question, the importance of 
which is every day becoming more appreciated, as it is more strongly 
felt; and, in returning to the subject, we propose to discuss such 
points as may occur or be suggested to us, both as to the hardships 
and evils arising from the present state of the law, and as to the 
alterations and improvements which may be made in the law itself, 
and iu the practical details connected with its administration. 


FRENCIL FINANCE. 

From an account just published of the estimated receipts and expen- 
diture of France, in the shape of the budget of 1847, as it is called (that is to 
say, the budget of °47 is the result of the estimates for the service of 1846), it 
appears that the calculation of gross expenditure and gross receipts for ordinary 
service stands thus :—

The opposition writers at Paris say, the estimates for the budget of 1846 were 
calculated on the basis of a favourable surplus of 8,600,000f, whereas already 
the debit for that year amounts to 10,000,000f, and will, in all probability, reach 
30,000,000f by the time all claims, ordinary and extraordinary, are satisfied. 
The Debais remarks that the Government are confident that the receipts are 
greatly under-calculated. Compared with the budget of 1846, the receipts, even 
as calculated, are more favourable by the sum of 34,186,456f. 

The following are the items of increase, as compared with the past year :—1. 
Marine.—More thin 8,000,000fr. This must be attributed to the increase of 
their navy, the expense attendant on the maritime surveillance exercised on the 
coast of Africa, &e. This proposed increase is utterly separate from the de- 
mand made by Admiral Mackau for an extraordinary credit of 93,000,000fr.

Justice and Public Wership.—Increase of salaries to members of the supreme 
courts, as well as those of the Cours Boyales, &c., 2,640,580fr., besides 289,000fr. 
for minor ecclesiastical purposes. 3. Foreign office, increase trifling. 4. Public 
Instruction.—Increase 1,141,885fr. for salaries of officers and functionaries of the 
university, inspectors of academies, various literary and scientific purposes. 
There are above 60,000 schools in Franee ; seventy-six normal schools for school- 
masters, sixteen for schoolmistresses. 5. Agriculture and Commerce.—Increase 
206,370fr. This is to be devoted to the encouragement of agriculture and cattle- 
breeding, and to missions abroad for studying commercial interests. 6. Public 
Works.—Increase about 2,450,000fr.: 600,000fr. are to be devoted to the im- 
provement of the navigation of the Rhone. 7. War.—Increase 2,765,050fr, 
This goes as part of an estimated increase of 2,901,784fr. for the service oP*AI- 
geria. The acquisition of this delightful province has cost our neighbours more 
than twenty millions sterling. 8. Finance.—Increase trifling. Thus mucli.for 
the increase of expenditure. For the increased receipts, the heads under which

and this increase is understated, according to the Ministerial organ. The ques- 
tion now arises, how stands the back debt? The following is the statement of 
the Minister of Finance :— When the present Ministry re-entered on office, and 
had to present the budget of 1844 (that is, the estimates of 1843), they found 
the deficiencies of the preceding years amount to 371,609,072fr., to pay off which 
it would have been needful to devote to the object the reserves for the sinking 
fund, not only to the end of 1846, but even partly those of 1847. From 1842 to 
1845 these reserves, when realised, have amounted to 284,610,840fr. Thus the 
reserves of 1846 become hypothecated only to the amount of 70,385,925fr. ; and, 
this sum paid, all financial embarrassments incurred on account of the budgets 
since 1840 are at anend. The project of law submitted by Admiral Mackau, 
in which he asks for an extraordinary credit of 93,100,000fr. for navy purposes, 
is to be divided over seven years, in the form of an annual credit of 13,300,000fr. 
This latter sum is to be added annually to the sum which already figures in the 
navy estimates of 6,000,000fr., so that an annual sum of 19,300,000fr. is to be 
devoted to the purposes of naval construction. It is intended to carry the 
French navy to the figure of 370 sail (steamers included), on the following 
scheme : —

THE AGRICULTURAL PROTECTION SOCIETY'S 
PETITION, 
(To the Editor of the Economist.) 

Mr Epiror—Presuming that Mr Stafford O’Brien is a reader 
of the Economist, allow me to ask him, through your columns, to 
give the facts upon which the allegations of the protection petition is 
founded. As far as my memory serves me, since the maximum year 
of 1812, prices have fallen in spite of protection, not in consequence 
of its withdrawal. ‘The same gloomy prophecies of ruin and rushes 
to occupiers of inferior soils were as confidently made by the wit- 
nesses before the agricultural committee of 1814, as by the protec- 
tionists of the present day, though with this difference, that the pivot 
price was double to that now deemed necessary. How can the fall 
in price be attributed to the frequent diminutions of protective duties, 
when, during the prohibition of foreign wheat under 80s, as much 
agricultural distress existed, and home prices ranged as low, as during 
the time of sliding scales and moderated duties? A little study of 
the history of the Corn Laws, since 1814, will show any rational man 
the utter inefficiency of such methods of insuring prosperity. The 
assertion that the “inevitable consequence of free importation would 
be the ruin of the cultivation of the soil and the labourers now em- 
ployed thereon,” is rather too stale to deceive any one, nor has it fol- 
lowed the open trade in cattle and wool, though as confidently predicted 
therefrom. If the theory of protection were orthodox, we should have 
experienced nothing but prosperity during the reign of absolute prohi- 
bition. Now, that extensive distress and ruin was found amongst the 


agricultural classes during that time none can deny, nor was the state | 


of the commercial world satisfactory to any well-wisher to his country ; 
these were not halcyon days, as history will testify. Can the president 
or secretary of the Central Protection Society have forgotten the disas- 
trous results of the forcing system of policy upon the manufacturing 
interest twenty years ago? Mave they never heard of the making 
of pikes and nightly drillings of discontented workmen, nor the 
monster meetings calling loudly for radical reform? Has the alarm 
consequent upon the “ Manchester massacre” and “ Cato street con- 
spiracy”” not been handed down to them? They may possibly have 
read of Oliver the spy, or Jugs the traitor, and the horrible execu- 
tion of Brandreth for high treason ; yet these all grew out of their 
unsound theory of protection to agriculture and the consequent 
crippling of trade. The evident approach of anarchy and confusion 
was so certain, that Lord Liverpool was forced, though reluctantly, 
to alter his measures as suddenly and completely as the present pre- 
mier is likely to do, after ridding himself of the most bigoted pro- 
tectionists of his cabinet, and procuring the assistance of the liberals 
who joined him with Mr Canning. It may appear surprising that 
societies for agricultural protection were then formed, and their mem- 
bers were as much infatuated as they are at present, though the 
latter have not the merit of originality ; all theirassertions and arguments 
are to be found in agricultural petitions of 1818 and 1819, and in the re- 

orts of a central society headed by G. Webb Hall, as are used by the 

ukes of Richmond or Buckingham, even down to forcing the sacred 
shade of Adam Smith to testify in their favour. It is truly astonishing 
thatstatesmenshould still persist in believing in the beneficial influence 
of taxation and scarcity as essential to the welfare of the nation. 
Let them study, amongst other documents, Mr Huskisson’s able re- 
pert of the Committee on Agriculture in 1820, and rebut its argu-

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THE FALL IN PRICE. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Sim,—I have just read in your number of the Economist last published, 
the article entitled “ The Fall in Price from repealing the Corn Laws.” 

I have for many years been convinced that no such result would take 
place from the establishment of perfect freedom of exchanges between the 
different countries. 

I do not know what the average price of wheat has been since the enact- 
ment of the law of 1815 down to the present time; but this we all know, 
that the price has fallen very far below that which was expected by those 
who looked up to the several laws enacted for protection and high prices. 
Perhaps in your next number you will favour us with a statement of the 
average price of wheat for the whole of the years from 1815 to the present 
time. 

I think that nothing has done so much mischief, and has operated so 
powerfully in retarding the abrogation of these laws, as the statement made 
by many of the advocates of free trade, that the repeal of the corn laws 
would occasion a very considerable reduction in the price of agricultural 
produce. It has unjustly and unnecessarily alarmed the fears of the land- 
lords, and has of course confirmed them in being strenuous supporters of 
those laws. 

The prosperity of every other class of the community will ensure the pros- 
perity of the landlords; and nothing can ensure the prosperity of every 
otherclass of the community but perfect freedom of exchanges between the 
different countries. 

The progress of rent }:as always been simultaneous with the progress of 
society. 

Ata public meeting which 1] had the honour to address some years ago 
(a landlord being in the chair), I put this question—* What is best for the 
landlords—to be surrounded by a healthy and thriving population, or by a 
population of paupers ?” IT put the same question now. As society grows 
and strengthens, the landlords will grow with its growth and strengthen 
with its strength. 

For many years have I been an advocate for freedom as opposed to re- 
striction, but I never wished or thought that the landlord class would be 
injured by the transition; on the contrary, my conviction was and is, that 
they would be the greatest gainers. 

Besides the advantages to the l:indlords resulting from the general pros- 
erity of the socie ty, the competition with other countries would greatly 

ilitate improved modes of agricultural production in this country. This, 
in addition to the great fecilities of conveyance now taking place in this 
country, would occasion a far greater production at a less cost. Who would 
reap the chief advantage resulting from those improvements in production 
and conveyance ? 

By diminished cost of production and greater facilities of conveyance, 
joined to a thriving population, agriculture would become a most profitable 
employment. But capital always secks the most profitable employment. 
If, then, the farmers were, under these circumstanecs, obtaining more than 
the ordinary profits of stock (and they ought always at least to obtain the 
ordinary profits), other enpital would flow into this department of industry 
and reduce it to the ordinary profit, and the residue would go to the land- 
lord in the shape of increased rent. 

As I before stated, it is my firm conviction, that by the adoption of free 
trade principles, the landlords would be the greatest gainers]

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EFFECT OF THE REPEAL OF THE CORN LAWS UPON 
THE AGRICULTURAL LABOURER. 
rO THE AGRICULTURI-TS OF AYRSHIRE. 

GENTLEMEN,—It appears certain that the present government intend to 
repeal the corn laws, and as it is most important that such a step should 
not be discussed as a party question, I, who ean have no sympathy with the 
political principles of Sir Robert Peel, intreat you to give to his proposal a 
favourable attention, and invite you to consider calmly a few facts bearing 
the most important feature in this absorbing question. I allude to the em- 
ployment of the industrious classes ; for you are aware that many the 
supporters of “ protection” assert, and I have no doubt sincerely believe, that 
free trade in corn would prevent the reclamation of waste land, and thereby 
diminish the employment of the agricultural labourer. I confess I once en- 
tertained a similar opinion ; but practical experience, for the last ten years, 
has forced upon me a very different conclusion. During this period, besides 
building the mansion houses of Corwar and Drumlamford, 1 have erected 
e ght of the best farm stcadings in the parish, attaching to each from two to 
to five hundred acres; I have given suitable encouragement to seven other 
tenants to erect their own buildings, each of them having from 40 to 100 
acres ; I have built tive bridges, and made nine miles of public road, and 
can most truly assert that, with the exception of the cost of the mansion 
houselof Corwar (and building a mansion house in the country should always 
be considered as nearly a loss), I have becn no loser by my improvements. 
Profit I never desired ; all I wished was that which I have obtained, a 
healthy and pleasant occupation. Whether my operations have been of 
public benefit I leave to the decision of those among you who have been for 
some years acquainted with the country for the first six miles along the 
turnpike road from Barrhill to Newton Stewart. 

But if you take into consideration the fact, that during this period, 
besides being engaged in political warfare—standing four contested elections 
and three election petitions—I have suggested and carried one of the most 
important public improvements in the metropolis, connecting the Grosvenor 
property with the Houses of Parlis»ment, you will immediately perceive 
how much more profitable my improvements would have been, had they 
been directed by your superior practical knowledge, and watched over by 
your undivided attention ; yet, during the last ten years, the price of coru 
has been, for the greater portion of the time, at a price which would leave 
no profit to a grower either in Europe or America, after he had paid freight 
and other incidental charges. 

It is also said that abolition of the corn laws would throw poorer land ont 
of cultivation, and thereby diminish the employment of agricultural labour- 
ers. This I conceive to be impossible ; for if, with low prices, I can profit- 
ably reclaim waste land, necessarily loaded with the extra cost of building 
farm houses, making roads, &c. and also with considerably greater expenses 
in the actual cultivation, how is it credible that land which is now profitably 
cultivated would cease to be so. That rents would be reduced I do not 
doubt, although perhaps not to the extent at present contemplated ; for both 
landlords and tenants would soon discover that deficiency in price might, by 
high farming, be compensated for by inereased quantity, and you ali know 
that high farming cannot be practised without increasing the employment of 
the agricultural labourer. Trusting that these observations may iaduce 
those among you, who have considered that a free trade in corn will throw 
the agricultural labourer out of employment, to reconsider your opinion, 
I have the honour to be, gentlemen, your faithful servant, RiuBy Wason.

assaults, ; and want of sureties, 3°4; of offences against the vagrant act, an 
increase of 37°7 males, and a decrease of 3°6 females per cent ; of reputed thieves, 
a decrease of 5°5 males, and 21'1 females; and under the bastardy laws a de- 
crease of 54 percent. It appeared also that game law convictions went on in- 
creasing in a most serious manner, and in a degree beyond all other classes of 
crime, being neither influenced by distress nor cheeked by prosperity.

letter, such vessel will not be considered eligible for the conveyance of passen- 
gers, without having been subjected to a special survey under the provisions of 
the 5th and 6th Victoria, cap. 107, sec. 12. By order of the Right Hon. the 
Home Secret iry.” 

Cost OF Rurat PorickE.—In the small county of Nottingham, it appears 
that the cost of the rural police for last year was 41/ 2s 2d. 

Bo.ton.—Mr Peter Ainsworth, M.P. for Bolton, has announced in a letter to 
the electors that he intends “ to vote for a total repeal of the corn laws, 
as for all measures calculated to promote the principles of free trade.”

Dec. 30.—The year which had been so prosperously, and which in its 
career has, generally speaking, been one of satisfactory results to commercial enter- 
prise, Closes in gloom and uncertainty. The political sky, overcast during the summer, 
by reason of the annexation of Texas, and the menaced resentment of Mexico, had 
scarcely become clear again, when graver and more serious concern is inspired by the 
aspect of our difficulties with Great Britain. : . ° 

®‘* The recommendations of the Presidential message respecting Oregon were all sub- 
ordinate to what might be done without any violation in letter, or in spirit, of the 
treaty of joint occupation; but in both houses of Congress bills have been introduced 
which go beyond these recommendations, and do infringe upon the treaty stipulations. 
These, indeed, as yet are only bills, and of course lack the sanction of laws; but that 
reported by =r. Douglas, in the House of Representatives, is from the Committee on 
Territori and comes, therefore, with weight before the House. It proposes the im- 
mediate ension of a territorial government over the whole territory of Oregon, thus 
asserting, or appearing to assert, the sovereignty of the United States over the region 
in question, and not simply, as it might rightfully do, over citizens of the United States 
there resident It also contemplates prospective grants of land to settlers, another 
assertion of sovereignty, These provisions may possibly be modified, so as to make 
them conform to the President’s recommendations, but the mere proposal of them is an 
unfavourable indication. 











It wou'd seem that the decision of the question of war or peace is in the hands of the 
British Government. Can they, for the mere barren triangle of land which constitutes 
the difference between what they ask and we have offered, be willing to put at hazard 
the peace of the world? For a war between the United States and England would 
not long be confined to those two powers, Certainly both countries have much to lose 
by such a war, but England most of the two; and surely it is wise on both sides to 
fortify the claims of peace by the consideration of enlightened self-interest. The first 
blows of a war between the two countries would—because England is always armed, 
and the United States are habitually destitute of armour—fall beavily upon us: and 
national hatred, if the passion exist, might be gratified by the injuries it could infiict 
on our commerce and on our sea board, But these would not touch the power of the 
country, while they would kindie all its spirit and nerve it to efforts, which in the end 
would be triuinphant. Meanwhile, English manufactures would be cut off from our 
cotton. English trade would be cut off from our consumption—while our own manu- 
factures reasing and multiplying in every quarter, would weaken permanently and 
irreparably the sources of the power of England.

Tne Orecon.—A letter from Callao, dated November 1, posted in the under- 
writers’ room to-day, says, “ The admiral, in her majesty’s ship Col/ingroood, 80, is 
atthe Marquesas ; her Majesty’s ship Modes/e, 18, and thesteamer Salamander, are 
in company; and, after having made the round of the island, he will proceed, it 
is said, to the Columbia river, where he will be joined by her Majesty’s ship 
America, 50.” This intelligence is in some degree confirmed by an extract from 
the New York Sun, which says, “Our private advices from Monterey, Upper 
California (Monterey is about 600 miles from the river Columbia), to the middle 
of October last, came to hand yesterday. The intelligence is important. A 
British fleet, destined for Oregon, Was passing up the west coast, of which our 
correspondent at Monterey says,—* The pioneer of this flect, the British ship of 
war America, touched here some time ago, and the movements of her commander, 
Captain Gordon, aroused our suspicions at the time. He refused to give any 
hews, saying men of war did not curry news. He also refused to carry a circular 
letter to the United States’ Indian agent at Oregon city, remarking that he was 
not sure of going to Columbia river, I have ascertained that Lord Aberdeen, 
the British secretary for forcign affairs, had a brother on board the America, and 
one of Sir Robert Peel's sons was also an officer or passenger. We were all 
very glad that these distinguished visitors had every facility extended to them 
for collecting facts in this vicinity.’ ” 

Tue River PLATE.—Letters to the 34 November have been received by the 
John Patchett, from Buenos Ayres. Rosas’ Government evinced great appre- 
hension of the consequences of the expedition of the allied powers to open up the 
navigation of the Paraguay rivers, and denounced it furiously in their organ, the 
British Packet. They had made great preparations to resist the passage of the 
expedition up the river; but they would prove no great obstacle, it was ex- 
pected, when the steamers could approach. It was generally thought that 
this measure of oPening a free commerce to Paraguay would create so general 
a feeling of hostility to Rosas, he being the only impediment to an unrestricted 
intercourse with foreigners, as would subvert all his power.

accounts of the state of feeling towards this country in Brazil. The protest of 


the Brazilian Government against the act of parliament of last session, by | 
which the vessels of that country suspected to be 


engaged in the slave trade 
are declared liable to be seized by British cruisers, and their captains and | 
seaman to be tried and punished as pirates by the Admiralty Courts of Britain, | 
had added to the strong indignation previously created by that act. The con- | 
sequence was, that the negotiations between the Brazilian Government and the 
British minister for a treaty for the protection of British subjects had been de- 
clared to be at an end, and it had been announced that the administration of 
the property of British subjects dying in Brazil would henceforth be placed in 
the hands of the native courts, and that no privileges whatever would be ex- 
tended to them as long as that act continued in force. Our informant considers 
the account in the letters received by the Sicordfsh the most unfavourable that 
he has ever received from Brazil. As a natural result of this strong excitement, 
commercial matters were in a very unfavourable state.— Liverpool Times. 

Taniti.—A letter has been received from this island, dated October 22, and 
containing the following passage :—* The Admiral Sir George Seymour has been 
here, to endeavour to settle the claims of Mr Pritchard, the late consul ; but the 
French resist the claim as too exorbitant. The admiral left to-day without any- 
thing being settled. The Tahitians were very much annoyed that our admiral 
did not bring his large ships in and drive the French away. They are greatly 
provoked at the French holding their island, and Queen Pomare will never re- 
turn as long as they are in Tahiti.” 


Tue GAmBIA.—A petition has just been received at Paris, signed by fifteen 
of the principal merchants of Senegal, who demand that the French Govern- 
ment should come to a definitive resolution on the subject of the French settle- 
ment of Albreda ; it will shortly be presented to the Chamber of Deputies. The 
petitioners pray that security and liberty may at last be assured to the commerce 
of Albreda.—Guzette de France, 


THE IsTHMUS OF SvEZ.—The “ Constitutionnel” mentions that an Armenian 


company lately conceived the idea of establishing coaches to run between Cairo 
and Suez, in opposition to those of the English company, which has hitherto 
monopolised the passage across the Desert, “ charging such enormous prices that 
none but the rich could avail themselves of that mode of travelling.” It appears 
that the Egyptian government was pleased at the prospect of the reduction of 
the fares to one-half (which the Armexian company undertook to do), and was 
upon the point of authorising its establishment, when the English company ob- 
jected, upon the ground that it had a right to the monopoly, and could not law- 
fully be dispossessed of it. The Armenian house denies this, and has applied to 
the Consul of France to support its claim. The merchants of Cairo, who are 
most anxious for the establishment of the new company, are anxiously awaiting 
the decision of the Egyptian government upon the subject. 


FRANCE.—The most important piece of French news, during the week, has 
been the announcement to the Chamber of Deputies that Government would re- 
quire an additional grant of five millions sterling for the navy. The cause of so 
large a demand has not been explained. ‘he French navy at the present time 
numbers two hundred and forty sail, next year the Government will have a 
hundred steamers of war. This certainly does not look very pacific. 


The pro- 
ceedings of the Chambers have been as yet unimportant. 


In committee on the 
address, on Tuesday, M. Guizot gave some explanation respecting Madagascar. 
The object was not to colunise Madagascar, but to avenge the dexth of the 
French soldiers who had perished in that island; and when that object had 
been obtained, and guarantees secured for the safety of those who were carrying 
on trade in the island, the expedition would return to France. In a long reply 
to the inquiry of M. St Mare Girardin, as to the state of the negotiations with 
the Jesuits, M. Guizot said, that the congregations of the Jesuits being now 


dissolved, such of them as chose to remain in France would enjoy all the rights 
and privileges of French citizens. 


FRANCE.—On Monday, the order of the day having been read, announcing 
the communication of the address in reply to the speech from the throne, the 
President read the address in the following terms :— 


“Sire,—The Chamber «f Deputies congratulates itself with your Majesty on the 
general state of the country, on the accord existing between the great powers, and on 
the maintenance of our policy of order and conservaticn, which will secure more and 
more the regular development of our institutions, the consolidation of our liberties, 
and the progress of national prosperity. 

**Your Government applies itself to the execution of great public works, both 
of defence and of utility, of which the nation demand the prompt completion. These 
new elements of force and of wealth will give us, in a few years, the guarantees which 
our security demands, and which will extend their advantages over the entire country 
and amongst all classes ofthe population. Industry and prosperity wi!l afford us the 
means of rendering our manufacturers prosperous, of reviving our commerce, and of 
preparing happy days for our agriculturists, and a prosperity worthy of their laborious 
efforts. 

“The Chambers will carefully examine, without transgressing the bounds of pru- 
dence, the measures which shall be proposed to them to complete these great works in 
all their bearings. 

“ Your Majesty gives us the assurance that our financial position is becoming more 
satisfactory. We shall endeavour still further to improve it by employing a vigilant 
economy in the employment of our resources. 

“ The different bills presented to us shall be the object of our utmost solicitude. 

** We are happy to hear that your Majesty hus received from all the Foreign Powers 
pacific and amicable assurances.S Peace will be henceforth the first wish of all people. 
1t belongs to those whose force equals their courage, and who loudly proclaim its bene- 
fits. The policy which has mantained peace through so many storms with the assist- 
ance of the powers of the state and of public opinion, excites at present the gratitude of 
ali nations. One day, Sire, it will do honour to your name in history. 

“ The reiterated marks of friendship which unite you to the Queen of Great Britain, 
and the mutual confidence of the two Governments, have fortunately secured the 
amicable relations of the two states. Your Maj. sty announces to us that the conven- 
tion recently concluded for the purpose of putting an end to an odious traffic is this 
moment being executed. Thus are being rea'ised the wishes constantly expressed by 
the Chamber, the rights of humanity shall be efficaciously protected, and our com- 
merce shal! be replaced under the exclusive care of our flag. 

* We trust that France and England, by a common action, the object of which is to 
stop the effusion of blood, and to establish safe and regular commercial relations, will 
at length produce peace on the banks of the Plata. France, faithful to the engage- 
ments which she contracts, has a right to invoke the sanctity of treaties, She recals 
to the recollection of Europe the solemn guarantees stij ulated in favour of a generous 
nation, 

‘‘We deplore with your Majesty the events which have disturbed our African pos- 
sessions, and we partake the sentiments with which the heroism of our troops inspires 
your Majesty. France follows them in their perils with solicitude and gratitude. She 
applauds the prompt measures adopted by your Majesty to preserve in Algeria her 
force and domination, Nothing shall exhaust our perseverance, nor our generous 
effort to establish prosperous security in that land, which your Majesty proclaims to be 
a French territory. 

** Sire, your wisdom and your courage have accomplished for us in the midst of our 
most severe trials the noble mission confided to you by the national will, Our duty 
is to lend our loyal assistance to establish with you on imperishable bases the Govern- 
ment and the dynasty of our choice.

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STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
THERE Was a moderate quantity of wheat brought forward by land 
carriage samples in Mark lane last Monday. A fair arrival had 
taken place from the distant counties of Norfolk, Cambridgeshire, 
and Lincolnshire, but the latter mostly went direct to the millers, 
and was consequently not offered for sale on the market. A most 
determined resolution appears to be come to by all descriptions of 
buyers to hold no stocks; this caused the trade to be excessively 
dull, and it was not until a reduction of 1s to 2s per quarter was sub- 
mitted to that the millers supplied themselves for their immediate 
wants, and they confined their purchases to the best samples of Eng- 
lish, leaving some quantity of secondary and inferior qualities over 
unsold for future markets. Although the stocks of free foreign 
wheat are reduced so very low, yet, under the gloomy aspect of the 
trade generally, holders evinced a greater anxiety to sell this descrip- 
tion than for a long time past, and the buyers, on the other hand, 
were the more inclined to refrain from purchasing, and thus little 
occurred, and prices were all but nominal for such. The fresh im- 
portations of foreign wheat were to a fair extent, considering the 
advanced state of the season: they consisted of 550 qrs from Band- 
holm, 120 from Dantzic, 168 from Leghorn, 3,180 from Marseilles, 
476 from Neufeldt, 2,188 from New York, 700 from Odessa, 1,200 
from Seville, and 312 from Smyrna, making a total of 8,894 qrs; the 
holders of this description are very firm in their demands, but from 
the high prices asked buyers are retired, until they know the great 
secret respecting the change in the law affecting this grain. The 
nominal price of town-made flour remains at 56s per sack ; country 
marks have somewhat receded in value, the cousting arrivals being 
good, amounting to 8,648 sacks, with 380 sacks from Dunkirk, 134 
from Havre, 3,738 barrels from New Orleans, and 1,736 barrels from 
from New York. The demand for bonded was extremely limited, 
but prices were without any material change. The arrivals of English 
barley were large, consisting of 11,566 quarters, with 937 Scotch, and 
3,025 foreign, the last all from Denmark : fine malting samples being 
scarce, such commanded former prices, but all other descriptions 
declined Is per quarter. ‘The supplies of oats were only moderate, 
consisting of 3,902 qrs from our own coast, 1,689 from Scotland, 
2,970 from Ireland, and 2,663 foreign, making a total of only 11,224 
; nevertheless the buoyancy of the past week has completely dis- 
appeared. The large dealers having refrained from adding to their 
stocks, the sales were confined to consumers, who only took small 
quaxtities for present use, and in such a position former prices were 
barely maintained. Beans were fully as dear, although not taken so 
freely as during the previous week. Peas continue to decline, having 
a most limited demand for all sorts. 
~ The arrivals of wheat from Ireland have increased at Liverpool, 
amounting to 4,127 qrs; that market was thinly attended by country 
millers, and town buyers acted with the greatest reserve, and the 
aggregate amount of business was very unimportant; both old and 
new samples were 3d per 70 Ibs lower than on that day se’nnight ; 
average 55s 7] on 2,841 qrs. The importations of foreign wheat were 
tolerably good, consisting of 8,217 qrs from European ports; a 
cargo of Stettin was sold at 7s 3d per 70 lbs in bond. The 1,700 qrs 
Egyptian offered by auction were not disposed of, being withdrawn 
at 4s lld per 70 lbs. The arrivals of flour were good, having 7,505 
sacks in from Ireland, and 8,139 barrels from the United States ; 
there was more pressure of the article than previously, and to facili- 
tate sales a decline of Is per sack and per barrel was submitted to ; 
nothing passing in bonded. Oats from their extreme scarcity brought 
an advance of I4d per 45 Ibs. There was an arrival at that port of 
1,741 qrs barley from America, some of which was reported to be of 
malting quality; most sorts were Is per qr cheaper. Oatmeal re- 
ceded in value fully 1s per load, but at that reduction there was a 
more free sale, several parcels having been taken on speculation. 
Beans and peas had few purchasers, from the openness of the season. 
Indian corn, duty paid, moved off slowly, at rather lower prices; 
whilst in bonded a few cargoes were taken for Irish account, and a 
few also to hold over for future markets. 

There was a large supply of wheat brought forward by the farmers 
at Hull, from which the millers supplied themselves sparingly, at a 
decline of Is per qr; average 48s 8d on 1,853 qrs. ‘There was no 
demand for either malting or grinding barley. ‘The prices of oats 
and beans were fully supported, with short supplies of both articles. 
&There were good arrivals of wheat at Leeds, amounting to 8,452 
qrs. The demand was slow, and even the best samples must be 
quoted 2s per qr lower, whilst all secondary descriptions appeared to 
be wholly neglected ; average, 59s 3d on 4,004 qrs. Barley was 
pressed on that market at a reduction of Is to 2s per qr. Beans, 
oats, and other articles were without change in value, although a less 
active demand was experienced. 

The supply of grain was not large at Lynn, yet the trade was ex- 
tremely dull, and the finest wheat was Is per qr cheaper; average, 
51s on 2,565 qrs. Prime barley and oats were reduced in price Is 
” qr, whilst secondary sorts were quoted fully 2s per gr lower. 

eans and peas were sold Is per qr under former terms. 

At Spalding the supply of wheat was only moderate, but the dull 
advices from all consuming markets checked business entirely, and 
few transactions occurred ; average, 50s 3d on 1,063 qrs. Oats and 
beans were in fair supply, and former quotations were maintained 
for these articles. 

The markets on the Sussex coast were well supplied with every 
description of grain from the growers, without so much actual busi- 
ness as has taken place of late. 

At Lewes the decline on wheat was 2s per qr, and fewer sales 
were effected at that reduction ; average, 60s 6d on 451 qrs. In 
barley and oats no change was quoted. Beans and peas were Is to 
2s per qr lower. 

The fresh arrivals of all grain were limited at Mark lane on Wed- 
nesday. There was little inquiry for wheat, and prices of English, as 
well as free foreign, were nominally the same as on Monday, with a 
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very thin attendance of buyers. Bonded was held with much firm: 
ness, importers expecting a low duty to be proposed; whilst, at the 
high prices asked, buyers are timid and afraid that such will be the 
case, act with the greatest timidity. The inquiry for barley, beans, 
and peas was very limited, but previous prices were asked for all 
these articles. There was a scarcity of oats, and needy buyers had 
consequently to pay former terms; but the business transacted was 
strictly retail, and to the consumers only. 

The supplies at Stockton were fair from the farmers, with good 
coasting arrivals; buyers acted with the most extreme caution, and 
succeeded in buying just as much wheat as the urgency of their 
wants required, and that at a reduction of 2s per qr; average 
49s 5d on 51 qrs. Flour was in moderate request, and Is per sack 
lower, 

The trade at Edinburgh appeared to be paralysed; new wheat 
was Is to 2s per qr cheaper, and dull at that abatement; old was 
all but nominal; had buyers for such appeared 2s per qr decline 
would have been accepted. Barley was flat at 6d to Is per qr less 
money. Oats declined Ils per qr, and were slow sale. Beans and 
peas were the only articles which maintained their value. 

At Glasgow business has gradually become more inactive, and 
purchases are now suspended until the measures of change in the 
corn laws be ascertained.

FOREIGN GRAIN MARKETS.

The wheat market at Marscilles has not altered materially for the 
last fortnight ; a few vessels seeking freight have arrived there, but 
they cannot get cargoes of wheat for England, even at the extremely 
low rate of 3s per qr freight, at which the vessels are offered ; con- 
fidence in the English market is weakened, and the home wants are 
becoming more decided. 

A small trade is doing at Odessa at about the last prices ; it is esti- 
mated at Odessa that the entire stock of wheat in all the ports, from 
Marseilles to the mouth of the Danube, does not exceed one million 
of chetwerts, or 729,000 qrs, which are considered to be not nearly 
sufficient for the local wants till the summer. At Genoa there are 
about 125,000 qrs, at Marseilles 170,000 qrs, at Leghorn 150,000 qrs, 
and at Trieste very little. The wants of Genoa and its district are 
20,000 qrs per month. - Leghorn and its district are considered to be 
inadequately supplied, and the opinion of the Italian houses at Odessa 
is, that Italy must import considerably for its own consumption, 
therefore that whatever may be shipped from Italy to England 
must be replaced by purchases in the Black Sea and the Danube, 

The further progress of the season, and with it the development 
of the real wants of the east, compel us to admit the conclusion of 
the Odessa houses to be correct. There is a clearly ascertained 
deficiency in the means of the usual sustentation of the people in the

east, from their own local growth and ordinary resources ; the prices 
in the poor countries of Turkey, Asia Minor, and Syria, are ex- 
travagantly high for the means of the people already. 

The accounts from the Danube confirm these views; prices are 
a trifle lower, owing to arise in the exchange, upon the cessation 
of shipments.—Bedy § Cos’.

COMMERCIAL NEWS AND MISCELLANIES. 


New Bairtisu Iron Company.—Oa Tuesday the annual general 
meeting of the shareholders of this company was held at the com- 
pany’s house in New Broad street, City; William Routh, Esq., 
presided. The report of the directors was of a satisfactory character. 
‘The particular circumstances of the trade had at times reduced the 
weekly make of iron at the works, but the total quantity of pig iron 
made at the different establishments of the company, between the 
30th Sept, 1844, and the 4th Oct, 1845, was 53,112 tons; 25,119 hav- 
ing been made in the first half-year, and 27,993 in the second. The 
total quantity of finished iron sold during the year, had been 45,938 
tons, aud the total gross amount of the sales, 351,417/. The directors 
had the satisfaction of stating that the result of these operations was 
a net profit 56,2027 18s 6d, subject to the deduction of the sum of 
8811 4s 4d for interest on the debentures of the company, which were 
paid off when the last call became due; so that this charge had now 
entirely ceased. Adding to this sum of 53,521/ 8s 11d, a balance of 
9611 5s6d, brought forward from the previous year, there remained 
the sum of 53,2027 14s 5d, out of which the directors recommended 
that a dividend be made of 49s per share. Since the last meeting 
Alex. Wilson, Esq. had resigned his seat in the direction. In con- 
clusion, the directors had the pleasure of stating that the prospects 


| of the trade were highly satisfactory, there being an ample demand 


for iron of all descriptions, and at the quarterly meeting held last 
week at Birmingham, the previous prices had been fully maintained.

FOREIGN TRADE AND MARKETS. 

Tue accounts received from the continent of Europe, particularly 
from Germany, are not favourable as to the position and the pros- 
pects of trade. From Leipsic, where the January fair is nearly over, 
it is reported that, contrary to all expectation, it has turned out a very 
indifferent one, many buyers had already left without operating, and 
heavy stocks of cloth, leather, and manufactured goods of almost 
every description were likely to remain unseld, though holders, in 
many instances, were disposed to accept of lower prices. The January 
fair is not one of the largest, still the amount of goods brought to 
market for it often exceeds a million sterling, and the want of buyers 
is, therefore, severely felt. It appears that the prices of the neces- 
saries of life, especially those which constitute the principal articles 
of food of the common classes, are much more enhanced in various 
continental countries than in England. For instance, in the manufac- 
turing districts of the Rhenish-Prussian provinces at the present 
moment, rye-bread costs 50 per cent more, and potatoes are treble the 
price of the same period in 1845 ; other descriptions of corn in propor- 
tion. This, of course, operates against the consumption of ali other 
articles, and particularly that of manufactured goods. 

Amongst the dealers in the latter, numerous failures have taken 
place in Austria, and others are reported in Holland and elsewhere. 

The prospect of the abolition of the corn law in this country does 
not appear to be viewed with favour or considered advantageous by 
many parties on the continent. In some quarters permanently higher 
prices for corn are dreaded, as likely to prove the utter ruin of 
their manufacturing establishments and population, and the dealers 
in grain deprecate a change, which, by lessening fluctuations of price, 
will reduce the profits of their operations.

These accounts, made up to January 10, present the action of the 
payment of the dividends for the first week. Judging, however, by 
former occasions, it is not until the second and sometimes the third 
week that the full effect of these payments is observed on the Bank 
accounts. So fara decrease of public deposits for that purpose, to the 
extent of 4,178,613/, has been accompanied with an increase of other 
deposits of 2,305,742/, and of circulation of 671,466/, and has caused a 
decrease of securities of 1,053,522/, of bullion of 87,089/, and of the re- 
serve of 698 0 9/. 

The exchanges to-day were higher on all the important points— 
Holland, Hamburgh, Antwerp, and Paris. 

During the week there have been decided symptoms of money be- 
coming more scarce, and in the last three days the rate of interest 
has risen considerably, and the difficulty of obtaining money has been 
greater. Except at the Bank, the best paper cannot be done at the 
minimum rate of 3} per cent. For good paper the bill brokers 
change from 4 per cent upwards, according to time and quality. 
This scarcity is again attributed to an uneasiness as to the mode in 
which the railways deposits are to be paid to the Bank. The standing 
orders of the House require that they should be made prior to the 
presentation of the petition. ‘The period for the presentation of peti- 
tions for private ‘bills is usually confined to the first fortnight after 
the meeting of Parliament, but that is a matter which the House can 
deal with by asimple resolution as it pleases. The Act of Parlia- 
ment requires that the payment shall be made to the Bank of Eng- 
land on account of the Accountant-General, but does not define any 
particular mode; however, the usual recognised modes of mak- 
ing a payment is by notes or coin. But the Act also 
provides that, as soon as the deposits are made, the parties may 
require that they shall be invested in Government securities, and held to 
their bencfit. All this is a plain process, which even all the absurdities 
spoken and written upon the subject during the last three months canvot 
render intricate. The two chief points to be determined are, first, have 
the railway companies really obtained the necessary deposits? Some no 
doubt have, but many who appeared most likely to have done so, from the 
position they at one time held in the market, have not ; this default has, in 
many instaucer, been caused by the directors retaining so large a portion of 
the shares unallotted, until at last it became impossible to get them out. 
With respect to all these lines the matter is quickly settled. They cannot 
go to Parliament, for the want of their necessary deposits, and no difficulty 
can 2rise with regard to them. Secondly, With respect to those who have 
obtained their full deposits, they are now placed with their bankers, who no 
doubt have either a credit with the Bank of England, on which they can 
draw, or have such securities as will be easily converted. It will be seen 
that the private deposits in the Bank on Saturday last amounted to 
10,656,207+, being an increase of 2,305,742/ on those of the preceding week. 
These deposits chiefly belong to the bankers ; and it is a matter of remark 
that the proportion held by the Bank on theiraccount is larger than 
usual, Now, suppose a banker having deposits in the Bank 
to the extent of 1,000,000/ has deposits to make on behalf of railways 
to the same amount, the banker draws a cheque on the Bank of England in 
favour of the ACCOUNTANT-GENERAL, which, in conformity with the Act, he 


pays into the Bank ; aclerk debts the account of the banker, and credits |

We repeat, the act DOES NOT REQUIRE that the psyment shall be 
m ide in NOTES or COLN, but only that a receipt shall be produced from the Bank 
of England that such payment has been made; and assuredly no bunk could 
withhold such a receipt if the payment is made by a cheque upon funds which 
it holds. 

But the truth is, we believe the TIGHTNEss of money proceeds from much 
more permanent causes, the demand to pay calls and various engagements post- 
poned till this time, to which we hfve often adverted. If our recent numbers 
are referred to, it will be seen that we anticipated this scarcity when others ex- 
pected the greatest abundance. Our paper of last week, as well as the present, 
shows the unusual amount of railway calls now made. 

The accounts from the Continent are not improved. Money is again dearer 
in Holland, and in Berlin. In Paris there is little change. In Americ: money 
is scarce and deir. The shipments of grain and flour to this country, which are 
likely to affect the exchanges, are less than we expected.

RAILWAY MEETINGS. 


Grascow, Kitmarnock, and Ayr.—On Thursday week a special 
meeting of the proprietors of this company was held at the station, 
Bridge street, Glasgow, to consider and determine on certain exten- 
sions, leases, and agreements the directors had agreed on, and which 
now waited for the determination of the shareholders, Mr James 
M‘Call in the chair.

“ This line Jeaves the juint line of railway east and west of Paisley by two forks, and 
has branches to Barrhead, Househill, Fenwick, &c. A separate company was some 
time ago organised for the purpose of making that portion of this very line which lies 
between Paisley, Hurlet, and Barrhead; and your directors have considered it expe- 
dient, in order to save parliamentary expense, to enter into an arrangement for work- 
ing and leasing this line, in the event of an act being obtained by the promoters; a 
portion of the stock of this latter company will be also held on your account. 

“In connection with the Paisley and Busbie line, your directors contemplate a cross 
line, leaving the present Kilmarnock branch at the same point of junction, and run- 
ning into the Duke of Portland’s Kilmarnock and Troon railway (now leased by this 
company, and in course of being relaid with edge rails), at Drybridge, a distance of 
four miles. This line will, together with the one previously noticed, afford the most 
direct route from Glasgow and Paisley to Troon, Ayr, &e.; and also to Ireland (along 
the Belfast Union line.) From nearly the same point on the Kilmarnock branch there 
is proposed another short line, formerly sanctioned by you, to Irvine, where it joins 
your main line and harbour branch, with a short offset into the Perceton coalfields. 


“The branch to Irvine harbour has been in course of construction during some 
months, and will soon be completed. 


“ Your ditectors will next bring under your notice their projected line from Kilmar. 
nock to Strathaven, in length about 18 miles. This line is an extension of the branch 
to Galston and Newmills, submitted to you in April last; it leaves your Cumnock 
branch a short way out of Kilmarnock, following the upper.valley of the Irvine to the 
summit of the country, from which it passes down into Strathaven. A separate com- 
pany has been formed for the continuation of the line from Strathaven to the town of 
Hamilton; with this company your directors have made an agreement, which will also 
be this day submitted to you for approval. Another line has been promoted, under 
the auspices of the Edinburgh and Glasgow Railway company, from Hamilton to 
Edinburgh, thus completing and making perfect the chain of communication from 
Ayrshire to Edinburgh and the whole east of Scotland, . ° 

“From the last mentioned extension line, your directors al:o have projected 
branches to Lesmahagow, and up the Glespin valley to the Crawick branch of the 


Glasgow, Dumfries, and Carlisle railway, with the view of completing the chain of 
railway communication, 


** Among the branches remaining to be noticed, your directors’ beg to submit to you 
a short line to Linwood, of about one mile in length, leaving your main line to the 
westward of Johnstone; and another branch fiom the vicinity of Dairy to Swinlees, 
about two miles long, which they believe to be necessary fur the more complete ac- 
commodation of your present traffic. There are also applications to Parliament for a 
slight deviation in the Cumnock line at Kilmarnock, which will prove advantageous ; 
and also for alterations in the line of the Kilmarnock and Troon railway, requisite to 
improve its curves, and to make it suitable for locomotive power. 

‘** The Parliamentary notices also announce applications four power to purchase, or 
to lease and work the following railways, separately promoted, viz. :—The Paisley, 
Hurlet, and Barrhead railway; the Ayrshire, Bridge-of-Weir, and Port Glasgow 
Junction railway; the Hamilton and Strathaven railway; the Glasgow and Belfast 
Union railway; and the Glasgow, Dumfries, and Carlisle railway.’ 


The directors further asked the proprietors to confirm an agreement 
entered into for the purchase of the Glasgow, Paisley and Ardrossan 
Canal ; and instantly to renew their application to Parliament for the 
West of Scotland Junction line, to connect their railway with the 
Edinburgh and Glasgow, a step that they considered of the greatest 
importance, The report was adopted and resolutions were unani- 
mously passed approving of all the objects mentioned in the report. 
MANCHESTER AND Brrmincuam Kaitway Company.—On Monday 
avery numerous meeting of the shareholders of this company was 
held in the large room at the station, London road, Manchester, for 
the special purpose of considering the propriety, and, if so deter- 
mined, of authorising the Manchester and Birmingham Railway 
company to subscribe towards or purchase shares in the following 
railways or undertakings, or some or one of them—that is to say, the 
Manchester, Buxton, Matlock, and Midlands Junction Railway, the 
Shropshire Union Railway and Canal company, and the Manchester 
and Ilyde company ; and also for the purpose of obtaining or refusing 
the authority or sanction of the said proprietors to the directors pro- 
ceeding to obtain an act or acts of parliament, in the next or some 
subsequent sessions of parliament, for powers to construct the several 
branch railways in connexion with the Manchester and Birmingham 
Railway, for which plans and sections have already been deposited, 
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pursuant to the standing orders; and also for obtaining or withhold- 
ing the approbation and sanction of the said proprietors to the di- 
rectors opposing any other railways and projects which may in their 
judgment or otherwise be considered prejudicial to this company, 
and for effecting any arrangements with other companies for the pur- 
pose of such opposition, or which may appear likely to promote the 
| interests of this compapy, and on other special business. Mr. J. P. 
| Westhead, chairman of the board of directors, presided, and ex- 
| plained the objects of these undertakings, after which Mr. W. Raw- 
| son and others addressed the shareholders, and resolutions in accord- 
ance with the objects of the meeting were adopted. 

WEstT-END AND SoutTHERN Counties Rattway.—A meeting of 
shareholders in this scheme was held on Monday, at the offices of the 
company, in Chatham place, Blackfriars, for the purpose of receiv- 
ing the report of the directors. The advertisement, through which 
the meeting had been called together, having been read, a discussion 
took place upon the propriety of admitting several scripholders who 
desired to be present. It was decided that they should not be al- 
lowed to come intothe room. ‘The chairman, in a few words, said 
the shareholders had been convened on matters of some importance. 
This was the first general meeting of the company called together to 
receive the report of what had been done. He was sure it would be 
satisfactory to the proprietors to hear that the committee had all of 
them taken shares in the company, and that the whole had paid their 
deposits. He would now call upon Mr Payne (the engineer of the 
company) to report what had been done. Mr Payne briefly stated 
that all the surveys had been carefully made and the plans deposited, 
and the question now was as to the deposit of the 10 per cent with the 
Accountant General. <A long discussion here took place, from which 
it appeared that the directors had been advised not yet to make their 
report to the shareholders, although prepared, in consequence of some 
negotiations going on with another company; but it appeared that 
from 58 to 60,000/ would be required to make the 10 per cent deposit, 
and the meeting was accordingly adjourned.

MANCHESTER AND Rucsy Direct Raitway.—On Monday a nu- 
merous meeting of the shareholders of this company was held in the 
Albion hotel, Manchester, “ for the purpose of receiving a statement 
as to the present pesition and prospects of the Macclesfield and Lich- 
field, or Churnet and Blythe Junction Railway.” Mr. William Hill, 
of the extensive firm of Smith, Hill, and Co., presided. Mr. Joseph 
Heron, town clerk of Manchester, said that most of the gentlemen 
present were aware that the directors of the Manchester and Rugby 
Direct Railway had come to the conclusion to return 32s per share to 
the shareholders at present, and as soon as the accounts could be 
| made, the balance, if any, should also be returned ; but by a subse- 
quent arrangement with the directors of the Churnet and Blythe 
Junction company it was proposed to allow vach shareholder to take 
| shares to the same amount in that company. It was not at present 
in the power of the directors of the Churnet and Blythe company to 
say what their expenses were, but if the Manchester and Rugby 
shareholders consented to the proposition which would be laid before 
| them, the whole arrangement would be completed on equitable terms 
to both companies. ‘The solicitor of that company, and, he believed, 
; Some other gentlemen, were present, and would give any explana- 
tion which might be required. Mr. Faulkner, solicitor, of London, 
entered into a brief explanation of the merits of the line, in the 
course of which he observed, that by the proposed Churnet and 
Blythe Railway, which was 45} miles, the distance between Man- 
chester and London would be reduced to 177 miles. The plans and 
sections had all been deposited ; and he had it on the authority of 
Mr Locke, the eminent engineer, that the proposed line was one of 
the most important and desirable in contemplation between London 
and Manchester. After a long conversation, resolutions to the fol- 
lowing effect were adopted, with three dissentients:—‘ That the 
Manchester and Rugby company do exchange their scrip for shares 
in the Churnet and Blythe company. That the best line of commu- 
nication between Manchester and London will be by means of the 
proposed Churnet and Blythe line of railway ; and that certain gen- 
tlemen be appointed members of the committee of management of 
the Churnet and Blythe or Macclesfield and Lichfield Railway com- 
pany.” 
NorTHERN OF France (Decan’s anp LesEvur’s).—A meeting of 
the directors and shareholders of the above company took place on 





Monday at the London tavern, at one o’clock, for the purpose of | 


considering the report of the committee, and of adopting measures 
for closing the affairs of the company. Mr Francis Mowatt was 
called to the chair. The chairman rose to make a statement of the 
affairs of the affairs of the company. He said that it was known to 
all present that the company had agreed to a general fusion with 
another company, and which had taken place at Paris some time ago. 
In consequence of this fusion the members of this company had ob- 
| tained a considerable number of definitive shares in the new company. 
The present company had started with a proposal for the subscription 
of 400,000 shares, and they had received from the new company a 
proportion of 41,000 shares, which was a proportion of one share in 
ten, leaving over a number of 1,000 shares. Of those 400,000 shares, 
however, the French parties had not succeeded in raising more than 
195,000 shares, so that the proportion raised by this company to 
make up the deficiency of the French company was 205,000 shares. 
It was notified to the shareholders of the company that the new 
shares would be allotted at the rate of one in ten. ‘They had received 
an award of 21,012 shares of the new company, which left a balance 
in their hands of 512 shares. Now, he should explain why they had 
not that number actually at their disposal.

He (the banker) had, however 
consented to forego this claim on the payment to him of 50,000 francs, 
The chairman went on to explain that there was a balance of 512 
shares in the hands of the company. However, he should explain 
how that number was not at their disposal. In the first place they 
had committed an error in having over issued 120 definitive shares, 
‘There were, however, 392 shares at the disposal of the company. It 
was wished that the meeting should come to some decision as to the 
appropriation of those shares. Mr Siddins said that he considered 
that the statement which had been made had been very satisfactory, 
and he was sure that it was felt to be so by all the shareholders pre. 
sent. Ile wished to conclude by moving that *‘ the best thanks of the 
company are due, and are hereby given and cordially presented to 
the directors of the company, for the able, judicious, and honourable 
manner in which the directors have conducted the affairs of the com- 
pany ; and, as afurther acknowledgment of the valuable services they 
have rendered to the company, it is further desired that they will 
consent to accept the balance of the unappropriated shares.” The 
resolution having been seconded, Mr Deputy Corney proposed an 
amendment, that a proposition of this kind would be a surprise on 
the shareholders, and that it ought to be submitted at a future meet- 
ing. After some conversation the amendment was withdrawn, and 
the original resolution passed with acclamation.

FOREIGN RAILWAY NEWS. 


E RAILWAYS FROM ST TROND TO HASSELT AND 
FROM TOURNAY TO JURBISE. 
From our own Correspondent, Mons. Brouwer de Hogendorp, Member of the 
Provincial Cou f Antu 
TuesE two railways were conceded to the company of Mackenzie 
et aliis by royal decree of 19th May, 1845, conformably to the law 
passed 16th of the same month. The conditions of this concession 
are entirely different from those of other concessions, inasmuch as 
these lines are to be executed at the expense of the company, and 
the working of them to be undertaken and carried on by the 
government. ‘This is the reverse of what has been done in other 
countries, where the governments have become identified in the esta- 
blishment of railroads. For the expenses of management, working, 
and maintaining the way, government is to receive 50 per cent. of 
the gross receipts; the other half is to go to the company. The 
government relinquishes to the company the possession of the line 
already made from Landen to St Trond. The tariff of the tolls to 
be received during the period of the concession, will be framed upon 
the same basis as that at present in operation on the government 
railways. ‘This tariff, however, may be modified at any time by 
mutual consent. ‘The concession is granted for ninety years. 

We shall, in the first place, commence with examining the value 
of the railway from St. Trond to Hasselt as a financial measure. It 
comprises two sections; the first, that from Landen to St Trond, 
which joins with the great East line near to Tirlemont ; the second, 
that from St. Trond to Hasselt. The length of the whole line is 264 
kilometres. All the first section of the road was constructed at the 
expensefof the government, and it is this part of which government has 
granted the possession to the company, being 10 kilometres in length ; 
the latter have then only to construct the second section, which con- 
sists of 164 kilometres. That part formed by the government has 
cost 1,662,000fr. This sum may therefore be considered as a sub- 
sidy granted to the company, which, with an outlay of 1,650,000fr, 
which the construction of the second section will cost, will become 
possessed of the whole line, as if they had made it at their own 
expense. This is the whole expenditure that the company will be 
called upon to make ; for immediately the road is made, the remain- 
der devolves on the government. ‘There will be no outlay for loco- 
motive engines, carriages, &c., and the working expenses, as well as 
the disbursements of the staff, together with the maintenance of the 
way, are all borne by the government. ‘The capital of the company 
is therefore limited to a maximum amount of 1,650,000fr. ‘The 
government engineers have only estimated the cost at 1,472,000fr,

The commercial importance of Hasselt being more than tiple that of 
St ‘Trond, it has been imagined that they might calcul@le for the 
traffic of both towns upon a receipt of 57,000fr. In 1845, the go- 
vernment railways produced an average per lieue of about 112,000fr, 
which leads to a fair inference that this calcuiation has not been 
exaggerated. 

On the other hand, the government will equally receive 150,000fr. 
If we are only to look to the direct proceeds of the railway trom 
Ilasselt, government would experience a serious dcficit; the ex- 
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penses of working and maintaining the line, which are exclusively 
borne by it, will not amount to less than 40,000fr per lieue ; which, 
fur the 5} lieues, will make 210,000fr. It is true that the average 
expense per lieue traversed on all the railways of the government in 
1845, did not exceed 10fr 96c, and that this sum carried over thirty- 
eight lieues, which the trains traverse daily upon the line, from 
Landen to Hasselt, would yield a much more favourable result; but 
they would fall into a great error, and one which was committed in 
the discussion of the Chambers, in applying this reduced estimate of 
expense for each lieue traversed indiscriminately on all the sections. 
This reduction is the result of the importance and of the frequence 
of the trains, and is manifested in the immediate and close connection 
with the importance of each section. The simplest common sense 
shows, that the greater the traffic, so the necessity will become evi- 
dent for an increase in the number of trains, and the greater the 
number of carriages conveyed, greater will be the reduction of the 
expense pér lieue traversed; innumerable special disbursements 
being thus distributed over an increased quantity of traffic. We 
must not credit the Hasselt line with the benefit resulting from the 
general working of the progress of the traffic upon the most impor- 
tant lines, we must rather seek to discover what it will distinctly 
cost, with reference to itself alone; we believe that the amount can- 
not be fixed short of 40,000fr per lieue per annum. ‘The result, 
therefore, of what has been shown is, that the government will ex- 
perience on the working of this part a loss of 60,000fr, to which must 
also be added interest at 4 per cent on the cost of the construction of 
the section from Landen to St Trond, which, after the last report 
upon the railway presented to the Legislative Chambers by the 
Minister of Public Works, we find only amounts to 1,333,150fr, giv- 
ing an interest of 53,326fr; there appears, in consequence, a defi- 
ciency to the government of 113,326fr. But, besides that, this line 
will be benefited by the construction of accessory branches, which 
government has reserved to itself the power of executing, or by the 
extension of the line towards Germany, it will derive a compensation 
for the sacrifices which it has made, in the effect which the comple- 
pletion of the Hasselt line will produce upon the government 
railway on one side towards Tirlemont and the centre of the 
country, aud on the other towards Liege. These advantages, which 
though indirect and prospective, are not the less solid, may 
be estimated at 120,000fr, which will very nearly balance the sacrifice 
which the government has hitherto subjected itself to. The terms 
of the concession for the Tournay and Jurbise railway are, as we 
have above stated, the same as for the Hasselt line. ‘The com- 
pany furnishes the capital for the construction, and the go- 
vernment repays them out of the revenue of the road fifty per 
cent of the gross receipts. According to the estimate of the go- 
vernment engineer, the account of construction will appear as fol- 
lows o—

Nevertheless, as, on the one hand, some unfavourable conditions 
provided for in the above estimate may be overcome, and that, on 
the other, the double line of rails, which is not included in the 
estimate, ought to be immediately laid down, the estimate must be 
increased to 7,000,000fr. As far as relates to the probable receipts 
of the railway, the engineer in chief of roads and bridges, M. 
Desart, calculates their minimum on the following scale, assuming 
three different hypotheses, viz. :—

a produce of 1,070,000fr, of which 535,000fr will revert’ to the com- 
pany, yielding an interest of 7.64 per cent.

FRENCH RAILWAYS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 

Pants, Jan. 14.—A horrible catastrophe has thrown our shareholders 
into consternation. One of the three gigantic viaducts of the Rouen 
and Havre railway suddenly gave way on the morning of Friday last. 
The viaduct of Barentin, situated ten miles from Rouen, and serving 
to connect both ends of the valleys, has been thrown aside with a 
tremendous clangour. It was composed of 27 arches, 164 yards span, 
and more than 98 feet high ; and all that fabric was converted ina 
moment into a vast heap of rubbish. Luckily, there was no one upon 
the viaduct at the moment of the crash. 

Though that event occurred on the morning of Friday, and was 
known at Rouen on the afternoon of the same day, the Bourse of Paris 
was not apprized of it until the Monday following ; heavy sales were 
indeed effected at the end of Saturday's Bourse, but only for the 
account. It seems that those sales were made for the account of 
some speculators who have a direct concern in the management of 
the Rouen and Havre railway company. 

Mr Locke immediately inserted in the Paris newspapers some 











short observations on the probable cause of that accident. He attri- 
butes it either to the ballast imprudently laid upon one of the arches 
of the viaduct, or to the thawing. But his arguments have not been 
well received by the public. He afterwards sent a note to the same 
papers, stating that the committee of directors and Mr. Locke have 
met, and that it has been decided that the rebuilding of the viaduct 
will be made at the expense of the contractors of the works, Messrs 
Mackenzie and Brassey, and that this rebuilding will cause but a 
delay of two months in the opening of the line. 

It is reported that Messrs Mackenzie and Brassey do not agree 
with the company about the expenses which they will not accept for 
their own account. It is probable they will demand that a committee 
be instituted, in order to decide whether the fall of the viaduct has 
been caused by the bad execution of the works, or by the defect of 
the engineer’s plan. In the former case the expenses would belong 
to the contractors, and in the latter to the company. 

It seems that all the scientific men had fears about the viaducts of 
Barentin, of Malaunay, and of Mirville, because those fabrics are too 
high for their width. But this defect must be attributed to the 
engineer and not to the contractor ; accordingly the expenses ought 
to have been divided between the company and the contractors, in- 
stead of being laid entirely upon the contractors. 

We have also another instance of defective works for the Vierzon 
railway; but in this case, the works are executed by the ponts et 
chaussees, and the loss will be supported by the government. There 
isa bridge upon the Loire which has sunk down 50 centimeters 
(1 foot 74 inches), and it must be taken down and rebuilt. On the 
same line, before arriving at Vierzon, there is a deep cutting through 
clay, the embankments of which have already slipped down, and they 
are obliged now to coat them with masonry and brickwork. All those 
works will delay the opening of the railroad fur more than one year. 

These news have cast a gloom upon the share market, and the 
shares have been declining tor the whole week.

It is probable that the fall of prices would have been much more 
considerable if the bankers, who have an interest in the principal 
line, had not joined in a sort of confederacy to oppose the downward 
tendency of the shares. Three or four principal stockbrokers are 
occupied every day in buying for the account of the bankers. 

The decline of the new constituted shares has been uninterrupted, 
though to no great extent. Paris and Lyons have fallen from 642fr 
50c to to 625fr ; Avignon from 580fr to 565fr ; Paris and Strasburg from 
555fr to 547fr 50c; and Tours from 582fr 50c to 570fr. The fall of 
these securities has been partly caused by the failure of one of the 
coulisse brokers, M. Poidevin. Two other brokers of the coulisse, 
M. Juteau, a quondam stockbroker of the parquet, and Mr Pearson, 
an Englishman, have also been defaulters, on account of their tran- 
sactions upon the fives and the threes, and not for business in railway 
shares. 

It results from the official returns of 7 French railways, about 550 
kilometres long, that the- aggregate receipts for 1845 amount to 
23,230,000frs (929,200). In 1844 they amounted to 21,273,500 frs 
(850,940/); it is an increase of 78,2607. 

The proprietors of the Journal des Chemins de fer are to meet on 
Saturday next, and receive a dividend of five per cent for six months. 
‘This journal had an arduous task in its beginning, but its affairs are 
Dow flourishing. Several other railway newspapers have started, 
but without success ; and as le Railway, le Censeur des Chemins de fer, 
les Mysteres de la Bourse and I’ Actionnaire, will soon be obliged to 
lodge a cautionnement as political newspapers, since the Journal des 
Chemins de fer has paid down 50,000 frs for such a caution money, it 
is probable that all those papers will soon disappear. This difficulty 
has already caused the disappearance of /a Vapeur, a daily railway 
journal. 

‘The Chamber of Deputies will begin after to-morrow the debates 
upon the draft of the address. It is probable that the ministry 
will obtain a large majority. However, the opposition will vehe- 
mently attack the cabinet about share jobbing, and several deputies 
intend to introduce a proposition against amalgamations of competing 
companies, who present themselves to the adjudication of a line. 

The Moniteur of to-day contains a royal ordinance, authorising M. 
Andraud to forma railway from Amiens to Argenteuil, in order to 
experiment upon the new system of compressed air. All the works 
of masonry, bridges, &c. of the St. Germain Atmospheric Railway 
were compieted several days ago. The double bridge over the Seine, 
and the great viaduct composed of twenty arches, and twenty metres 
high, are completely finished.
